The 
watet in the creeks had nearly attained its great- 
ést hight, but had dgne little damage to mining 
arrangements in consequence of the preparations 
Which had been previously made. All the men 
who had arrived in Chriboo, who were willing 
to work, had obtained ready employment at $10 
per day ; and claim gwners seemed to anticipate 
an advance in wages.on account of the scarcity 
of labor-in some instances. Pack trains were 
going two miles beyond Keithleys, and provi- 
sions were packed Gorn thence by Indians and 
Chinamen.. Judge Q’Reilly had arrived at Rich- 
field ad entered upgn his judicial duties. _Con- 
sidetalile numbers Gf miners were on the way 
up ; our informant gtates. that in 42 miles. drive 
coming. down he met.175 men, exclusive of pack- 
ers.
